tion and distribution of a necessity of life' 
With n pofaitiveneob 


unqualified, the President asserted, 'A strike under these circum 
htances is not only unjustifiable; u i!> UNLAWI UL'" 


"Further pursuing the same line of thought, he called upon 


the miners to return to work, declaring, '1 feel it is> my dutv 
in 


the pubic interest to declare that any attempt to carrj> 
out the 


purpose of this strike, and thus to paralyze the industry ol the 
eountry, wjth the consequent suffering and distress oi all our 
people, must be considered a grave moial wrong against the 
government and the people of the United States.' 


"The President's Attorney General denounced the strike as 


unlawlul and secured an injunction against it. 
Mr Palmei tb- 


rlared that The'coal strike is a plain violation ol a Federal slatue. 
All that I can say is that the law will be enlorced.' 
The nnneis 


refused to go back to work and the President negotiated u ith 
them until they secured terms satisfactory to them, when then- 
leaders consented to advise the mineis to return to the piodut- 
tion of coal. 


"President Wilton can now take hit, choice ol a plain altci- 


oative. Either he was incorrect in declaung the strike unlawiul, 
of h€ has been gunty ot compiotnismg with lawlessness. Com- 
promise by the government with a criminal is nothing shoit oi 
surrender.

On November 6 Mr- Palmer was quoted as saying in a speech 


Jtt Harribburg that no government worthy ot the name could pei- 
mitthe strike weapon to be used to enioice the demands ol a 
single class of workers at the experiee of all the workers 
The 


strike was us>ed, and it continued to be used until the government 
made concessions which satisfied the mine woikers. 
To all in- 


tents and purposes, the stnkers have won. 
Although it is tiue 


tbat they have not attained all their original demands, and prob- 
•Wy never exepectciTto attain them, they have obtained «i com- 
promiM under which they secure a part of their demands and a 
t>rosp«ct of obtaining all that they ever hoped to attain.

unqualified, the President asserted, 'A strike under these circum 
htances is not only unjustifiable; u i!> UNLAWI UL'" 


"Further pursuing the same line of thought, he called upon 


the miners to return to work, declaring, '1 feel it is> my dutv 
in 


the pubic interest to declare that any attempt to carrj> 
out the 


purpose of this strike, and thus to paralyze the industry ol the 
eountry, wjth the consequent suffering and distress oi all our 
people, must be considered a grave moial wrong against the 
government and the people of the United States.' 


"The President's Attorney General denounced the strike as 


unlawlul and secured an injunction against it. 
Mr Palmei tb- 


rlared that The'coal strike is a plain violation ol a Federal slatue. 
All that I can say is that the law will be enlorced.' 
The nnneis 


refused to go back to work and the President negotiated u ith 
them until they secured terms satisfactory to them, when then- 
leaders consented to advise the mineis to return to the piodut- 
tion of coal. 


"President Wilton can now take hit, choice ol a plain altci- 


oative. Either he was incorrect in declaung the strike unlawiul, 
of h€ has been gunty ot compiotnismg with lawlessness. Com- 
promise by the government with a criminal is nothing shoit oi 
surrender.

made concessions which satisfied the mine woikers.

tents and purposes, the stnkers have won.

tbat they have not attained all their original demands, and prob- 
•Wy never exepectciTto attain them, they have obtained «i com- 
promiM under which they secure a part of their demands and a 
t>rosp«ct of obtaining all that they ever hoped to attain.
